completion. Wind and heavy rains 
late in the summer caused con¬ 
siderable lodging, particularly o f 
Rescue and Chinook wheat, and 
this has complicated sw'athing 
operations in some areas. 

South and east of Vulcan, com¬ 
bining is about one-third to one- 
half completed, but in the rest of 
the county Alberta Wheat Pool 
agents estimate that only about 
20% of the combining is done. 

Estimated average yields of 
spring wheat are 30 to 40 bushels 
per acre except where nail damage 
was heavy. Some exceptional 
yields of wheat, barley and rye 
have been reported. 

Wheat now being combined is 
of very good quality and if the 
frost holds off until about the end 
of this month it is estimated that 
about 65% of the W'heat crop will 
grade No. 2 Northern, with the 
balance mostly No. 1 and No. 3. 
Figuring the long-time average for 
the date of the first frost in this 
area, it can usually be expected 
around September 7, bu.t so far 
this fail night temperatures have 
stayed well above the freezing 
mark. 

About three more weeks of good 
weather would see the harvest 
cleaned up.

Watch For Children 

The children are back in school and a reminder 
to motorists to be particularly careful when driving 
in the vicinity of a school is in order. 

We have been fortunate, in Vulcan County, in 
avoiding this type of accident and a little care and 
attention on the part of motorists will help keep 
the slate clean. 

The All Canada Insurance Federation recom¬ 
mends these precautions for drivers: 

1. Slow down in school and park areas . . . 
whether the law requires it or not; 

2. Be particularly cautious when driving on 
residential streets; 

3. Allow as much clearance as possible—and 
slow down where necessary—when passing parked 
cars; 

4. Give children a break, and the right of way, 
when they are crossing the street; 

5. Anticipate trouble. Children are often care¬ 
less and the good driver has a moral obligation to 
avoid an accident even though the child is at fault. 

Shelterbelts For The Farm 

Although we are now apparently in a cycle of 
wet years, the preceding dry cycle took a terrific toll 
of the poplar trees that make up the shelterbelts 
on most farms. The lack of moisture weakened the 
trees, making them susceptible to killing diseases 
and a row of dead poplars is now a more common 
sight than a belt of live, healthy poplars. 

As time goes on, the dead trees are being felled 
and removed and, in most cases, being replaced by 
new seedlings. The value of a good tree and shrub 
shelterbelt around the farm buildings is recognized 
by most farmers. Not only do trees enhance the ap¬ 
pearance of the farm—they provide a good wind¬ 
break and, when properly placed, hold the winter 
snow where it will be of value when it melts in the 
spring. 

Except along riverbanks, trees do not grow 
naturally in an area such as Vulcan county. They 
must be planted and cared for and their beauty and 
usefulness as they grow more than repays for the 
labor involved. 

Trees from the PFRA Tree Nursery at Indian 
Head should be ordered as soon as possible for plant¬ 
ing next spring. Farmers who are not sure of their 
requirements should contact their county or provin¬ 
cial agricultural representative. 

Orders are filled on a first come, first served 
basis, so if you are going to replace that dead shelter- 
belt or plant a new one don’t delay too long in placing 
your order.

Dear Sir: 

I would very much appreciate 
having the following letter printed 
in your valued paper. 

An open letter to the ratepayers 
of Vulcan County No. 2 

It has come to my attention 
that the Vulcan County Council¬ 
lors are bent on renovating the 
existing County Office to the tune 
of some $246,000 rather than con¬ 
sider the construction of a new 
office 'building. 

This writer is sure that most 
ratepayers who have occasion to 
visit the County Office periodi¬ 
cally, are aware of the cramped 
facilities this location offers. 

First of all, you run Into the 
problem of finding parking space 
near the county office. Then there 
is the matter of various people, 
busy people, having to share small, 
inadequate offices. If you have 
occasion to go to the basement 
you cannot but be impressed with 
the underground warrens some of 
our employees have to work in. 

The service board staff have pro¬ 
blems in commuting to variously 
located stores and warehouses in 
satisfying the requirements of 
their callers. 

I think we can now all agree 
that larger and more agreeable 
premises are needed to house the 
affairs of County administration. 

What is really bothering me Is 
that our councillors are planning 
on further renovating our old 
plant; "it has already had addi¬ 
tions that were to be adequate 
for 25 years hence.” 

It does not seem to me to be 
good business to spend two hun¬ 
dred forty-six thousand dollars on 
a remodelling job when a new 
plant, specifically designed to do 
the job, can be built for about 
$300,000. 

You will say, ‘there must be a 
catch — our councillors can’t be 
so foolish.’ Yes, there is a catch. 
It being, that in order to build a 
new office it would require going 
to the ratepayers for authority to 
do so. But by the simple ex¬ 
pedient of renovating the existing 
office to a two-storied affair, no 
money by-law will be required. 
In brief, they are afraid to go 
to the ratepayers for a mandate 
regarding council chambers. 

I think it behooves us rate¬ 
payers, all, to think this matter 
over and then make our respec¬ 
tive councillors aware of our 
thinking on the matter of County 
Office space.

have to be made due to certain 
species being depleted. 

In the spring of 1966, more than 
10,000,000 tree seedlings were dis¬ 
tributed to farmers in the three 
Prairie Provinces. These included 
caragana, green ash, Manitoba 
maple, American and Siberian elm 
as well as poplar and willow cut¬ 
tings. The same species are avail¬ 
able for the spring of 1967. 

Coniferous seedlings are again 
in short supply, and must be limit¬ 
ed to 100 per order. It is impera¬ 
tive that farmers wishing to re¬ 
ceive conifers in 1967, get their 
orders in immediately. 

Dr. Cram notes that in some 
instances there is doubt as to 


types and numbers of trees re¬ 
quired, and suggests that farmers 
who are not certain of their re¬ 
quirements should contact their 
Agricultural Reresentatives or pro¬ 
vide a scaled drawing of the site 
to the Indian Head Tree Nursery. 

Only orders from bonafide far¬ 
mers for shelterbelt plantings on 
agricultural land can be accept¬ 
ed. These orders will be filled for 
the spring of 1967 on a first come, 
first served basis, and will be 
shipped to farmers free of charge 
except for delivery charges. Orders 
can be sent directly to the PFRA 
Tree Nursery at Indian Head, or 
can be given to an Agricultural 
Representative.

Livestockmen Should Have 
Protein Content Of Feed Analyzed 

If you feed livestock you can’t 
go wrong by having your feed 
analyzed. Whether you're feeding 
hogs or beef, if you don’t know the 
percentage protein of your feed 
you can be a big loser. 

The losses can be of two types; 
one where you are adding too much 
protein supplement, a very costly 
practice, the other where the ani¬ 
mals are suffering a protein 
deficiency. 

It’s important to know if the 
other constituents in your feed are 
in the right proportions and 
amounts also, but this is tested 
and commented on at the time the 
feed is analyzed. 

Although barley samples analyz¬ 
ed at the Laboratory last year had 
an average protein content of 11.3 
per cent, the individual samples 
that made up this average ranged 
all the way from 7.2 to 18.1 per 
cent. The same situation exists 
with hay. Alfalfa samples, also 
tested last year, averaged 14.4 per 
cent protein, but the individual 
samples ranged from 9.0 to 21.3. 

Since the percentage of protein 
In roughage can vary from one 
part of the field to another, sam¬ 
ples should be taken from 12 to 
15 different places in the stack. 
These individual samples should 
then be mixed together to give 
an overall sample of the feed. We 
have a roughage sampler which 
can be borrowed for the job. 

Just last week I was talking 
with Mr. Gerome Martin who is 
the nutritionist with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture about 
feed testing. Mr. Martin strongly 
advises farmers who want to have 
feed samples analyzed to get them 
in early. In addition to avoiding 
the winter rush period, early sub¬ 
missions make it possible to plan 
feeding programs before the winter 
feeding period. 

He said samples will probably 
take about 10 days to two weeks 
to be analyzed and the results 
I. turned 

Oh yes, cost, $1.00 per sample 
and an extra $1.00 for nitrates or 
Vitamin A. A nitrate test might be 
a reasonable precaution if you’re 
planning.on feeding the aftermath 
of a hail storm.
